The Recorder advised that since the last meeting the Imperial 
Council hed issued General Orders #8 and #9 with reference to the 
holding of the Imperial Council Session in Atlantic City, New Jersey, 
June 30 to July 2. Upon motion it was unanimously voted that the 
reading of these orders be dispensed with. 

A proposed amendment to the By-laws of the Temple with reference 
to suspension of members at the end of the first year of delinquency 
having been presented at the previous Meeting and printed on the Call 
for this Meeting, was brought up for action at this time. The proposer 
of the amendment, Past Imperial Potentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., 
said that an amendment to the amendment had been suggested, allowing 
the Temple to carry a delinquent member into his second year of 
delinquency, action to be taken at the first Business Meeting following 
the Annual Meeting in the second year. This amendment to the amend- 
ment, having been suggested by the Recorder, would allow a delinquent 
member 4 months! time in his second year of delinquency to make pay- 
ment before his suspension, and would also be in accordance with 
Imperial Council laws, which are to the effect that no Temple can 
suspend a member for nonpayment of dues except by vote of the Temple. 
The amendment to the amendment was put to a vote and unanimously passed. 
The original amendment, as amended, was then moved and likewise unani- 


mously passed. 


The emendment, as amended, reads as follows: 


"Moved to strike out Section 3 of Article VI of the By-laws, 
substituting in place thereof the following: 


Section 3. The annual dues of this Temple shall be 
ten dollars ($10.00) in advance, payable to the 
Recorder on or before the first day in January of 
each year; any member who fails to pay his dues as 
aforesaid and who, on January 1, is also in arrears 
for dues, or hospital assessment, for a previous 
year, shall be suspended from membership in Aleppo 
Temple unless prior to the next business meeting of 
Aleppo Temple following the January Annual Meeting, 
payment is meade of said arrears for such preceding 
year. The Temple may, by affirmative vote of the 
Temple, remit the delinquent dues of a member or 
members for good and sufficient cause shown either 
to the Temple or the Finance Committee. This 
section shall be effective December 31, 1954," 


There being no further business, the afternoon meeting was ad- 
adjourned, to be re-opened in Grand Hall, Mechanics Building, at 
6:00 P.M.

from 4:45 to 6:45 P.M. by the Chier Steward and his assistants. 


A band concert by the Aleppo Temple Shrine Band, followea by an 


organ concert, were presented in Grand Hall from 4:45 to 6:00 P.M. 


The evening Meeting and Ceremonial were opened in Grand Hall at 


6:00 P.M. by Illustrious Potentate Gerald F. Zedren who introducea 


the distinguished guests present, including Illustrious Noble Clarence 


J. McKenzie, oldest living Past Potentate of the Temple. 


Following a battalion drill by the Arab Patrol and an evening 
parade and review by the Uniformed Units, the Illustrious Potentate 
announced that the Imperial Potentate of the Shrine of North America, 
Illustrious Noble Remmie L. Arnold, was present for the purpose of 
paying an official visit to Aleppo Temple. 

The Imperial Potentate was introduced to the Nobility by 
Potentate Zedren and addressed the members of the Temple for nearly 
one half hour, at which time he told of his visitations in the past 
year to 127 of the 165 Shrine Temples. Each visitation was a separate 
visit to a particular Temple, including Anezeh Temple in Mexico, Aloha 
Temple in Hawaii, and the 10 Temples in the Dominion of Canada.
